The problem isn’t that they 
can’t get out but why they got in 
and once in why they feel 
cheated. 
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There are two alternatives the 
school can take when the 
students are unhappy 

a) revise the admission policies 
which accept them. 

b) revise the educational 
policies which instruct them. 
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St. Michael’s has to deal with a new 
kind of student population. In 1940 only 
a small portion of American college-age 
youth went to college. Today over half 
the high school graduates enroll in higher 
institutions. 

The result has been that many students 
go to college today who wouldn’t have 
gone thirty years ago. Motivation was 
different during the depression, only 
those who were wealthy went to college. 
Today the typical college student ends 
up on campus because of social pressures 
and because of the vague feeling that 
education enables one to be a better per- 
son. Because it was easier for him to get 
into college he is more likely to criticize 
his education. 
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The modern American college 
has gone a long way toward 
redefining its function by the 
mere process of redefining its 
student body. 
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Students don’t go to college 
today to become teachers or 
professional scholars. 
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They go instead recognizing that the 
complexity of our society demands more 
than a high school education, and they hope 
college can prepare them to meet the 
challenge of modern life. 
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Neither St. 
Michael’s admissions 
policy nor its educa- 
tional policy have 
kept pace with the 
changing context of 
education in society. 
Most of the faculty 
have difficulty in 
understanding just 
how radical those 
changes are. 
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The problem is not a lack of communication 
but a difference of opinion as to what a college 
education should be like. 
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The new student resents 
the emphasis on professional 
training, on medieval scholas- 
ticism, and on ethereal abstrac- 
tions. 
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The _ intellectuality of these 
students is one of personal 
and social relevance. They see 
around them a society which, 
for all its potential and prom- 
ise, seems bent on destruction. 
They feel that the university 
ought to be concerned with 
salvaging what worthwhile rem- 
nants of society are left. 
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St. Michael’s, as well as every 
other American college, is caught 
in a difficult situation. It has to 
abandon its traditional function of 
professional training, which is 
being taken over by graduate 
schools, and to find a role for 
itself in American society. 
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THAT THE COLLEGE WILL 
HAVE A ROLE IS 
INEVITABLE 
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Being convinced of the impor- 
tance of a college education, 
the American people will con- 
tinue to encourage their sons and 


daughters to take advantage of 
it. 
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“It is difficult to envision a college 
which does not raise the level of our 
society. For this to happen, there must 
be a radical and thorough reorientation 
in the sorts of things colleges do. Many 
men may be capable of advanced 
thought, but few are academics. While it 
is not too soon for St. Michael’s to 
consider what its new role in society 
should be, it may be too much to expect 
that it will.”

FOOTBALL 





The 1968 edition of the St. Michael’s Club Football 
team, was a squad of 35 men with a tremendous 
amount of potential, desire, and pride. The Purple 
Knights of coaches Art Coggio and Steve Noyes faced 
their toughest schedule in the 3 year history of the club. 
After a very impressive victory over Providence College 
in the first home game, the team was overcome by no 
less than 10 serious injuries and posted a disappointing 
1-3-2 record. 

In the first game of the season, the Knights were 
pitted against a small but fast Providence College team. 
The Friers drew first blood in the contest by scoring on 
a broken play in their backfield late in the first quarter. 
Then late in the second quarter, a hard, driving tackle 
by senior middle-linebacker Bill Koop forced a 
Providence fumble on their own 25 yard line. 
Outside-linebacker, Rick Lawler recovered the fumble 
and after 2 running plays, halfback Paul La Bella had 
the first of his 2 touchdowns of the afternoon. The 
Knights came back after halftime, and in the third 
quarter, quarterback Kevin Thiesen scored on a sneak 
play which covered 4 yards. In the fourth quarter, La 
Bella scored his second touchdown to make the score, 
St. Michael’s 18 Providence 7. After the _ initial 
touchdown on a fluke play, the Providence offense was 
not able to penetrate the 35 yard line of the Knights, 
due to a determined defense and the outstanding 
defensive play of middle-linebacker Bill Koop, and 
out-side linebacker Rick Lawler, and the defensive 
secondary. Paul LaBella, as a result of his great 
offensive display, rushed for 137 yards in 22 attempts 
and 2 T.D.’s La Bella was the leading rusher in the 
country of Club teams according to the National Club 
Football Wire Service, during the week which followed 
the game. 

The second game of the 68 campaign, took the 
Knights to Utica, New York to face a big, tough Utica 
College Club. The first quarter was a scoreless tie for 
both teams, with the defenses dominating both 
offenses. In the second quarter Utica scored on a trick 
play which saw their quarterback take a pass from the 
halfback and go into the endzone untouched. The try 
for the extra point failed when middlelinebacker Bill 
Koop broke through the offensive line to dump the 
holder. Towards the end of the second quarter, the 
“Knights put together a sustained drive, with fullback 
Leo McLaughlin scoring from 6 yards out to tie the 
score. A foolish attempt for a two point conversion 
instead of the easier 1 point conversion, failed. In the 
third quarter, neither team could score, but Paul 
LaBella received a serious shoulder injury which would 
prevent him from finishing the game, and which would 
cause him to be lost to the team for the remainder of 
the season. The fourth quarter was scoreless and the 
score remained, St. Michael's 6, Utica 6. 

The next week, the Knights played host to the 
Assumption Greyhounds. The first quarter saw the 
Knights score when halfback Pat McKenna scored from 
10 yards out to put the Knights in front, 6-O. In the 
second quarter, the Greyhounds came back and tied the 
score at 6-6. It was late in this second quarter that 
middle-linebacker Bill Koop received a very serious 
ankle sprain which prevented him from finishing the 
game, and kept him out of 1 of the remaining games. 
In the last 2 quarters, neither team scored and the 


game ended in a tie, the Knights 6 and Assumption 
College 6. 

The fourth game saw St. Michael’s College play a big, 
fast well-disciplined football team from the University of 
Hartford. It was in this game that the injury list of the 
Knights began to take its toll. With many of the starters 
sitting on the bench, and some playing with injuries, 
Hartford scored 15 points in the first quarter, and 6 in 
the second quarter. The Knights came back after the 
half fired up, and held the University of Hartford 
scoreless in the third quarter. In the fourth quarter, 
Hartford scored 8 more points and the Knights scored 
13 points on touchdowns by halfbacks John Kennedy 
and Mike McElroy, and a 1 point conversion by Tom 
Falkovick. The final score was St. Michael’s 13. the 
University Hartford 29. 

The next week, the Knights traveled across the lake 
to face Plattsburg State. In the first quarter both teams 
marched up and down the field, but neither could score. 
Then in the second quarter Plattsburg began to 
threaten. On a simple flare pass, the Knights defensive 
back slipped on the wet turf, and the Plattsburg end 
was able to take an easy pass from his quarterback for 
the touchdown. The third and fourth quarters were a 
scoreless duel and the final score was St. Michael’s 0 
Plattsburg 6. A fine all-around effort was turned in by 
Rick Lawler, who went both ways as an offensive center 
and played the middle-linebacker spot for Bill Koop who 
resprained his ankle during the warm-ups and had to 
return to the locker room and watch the game from the 
sidelines. 

The Knights travelled to Troy, New York to meet the 
Siena College Club in their last game of the 68 season. 
The Siena Club was an extremely powerful team, which 
rolled over the Knights in an impressive 39-6 victory. 
Siena scored 14 points in the first quarter, 13 points in 
the second quarter, 6 points in the third quarter, and 6 
points in the fourth quarter. The only Knight score, 
came in the fourth quarter when halfback Mike McElroy 
fell over from the four yard line, but the conversion was 
no good. Coming into this game, the defense of St. 
Michael’s had been hailed as one of the top club 
defenses in the country. However, the amount of 
serious injuries curtailed the effectiveness of the 
defense and made the Knights vunerable to the 
powerful offense of Siena. The final score was St. 
Michael’s 6 and Siena 39. Special mention should be 
made to Bill Koop, who 2 nights before the game, was 
told he would not be able to play because of the injury 
to his ankle, and yet he played the whole game at 
middle Linebacker with so much tape on his ankle, that 
the trainer had an extremely difficult time cutting it off 
after the game. And to Rick Lawler, who played both 
ways superbly as linebacker and center. To Ron Nelson 
who played defensive halfback and a great offensive 
end. To Jerry Flanagan and Bill Piscione who played 
their hearts out at offensive guards and filled in on 
defense when the injuries punched holes in the line-up. 

These then are some of the people who made a great 
team in dedication and spirit. Everyone on the team 
roster, all 35 men made this team great contrary to the 
record. With the qualities which these players possessed 
and professed, and a lack of injuries, the record would 
have read 6-0 instead of 1-3-2.

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Basketball 


The 1968-1969 basketball campaign was 
one that few St. Michael’s fans will care to 
remember. For the first time in over a 
decade, the Purple Knights finished below 
the .500 level, ending the year with a 8-16 
mark. After a fast start, based mainly on the 
surprise of a new ball-control style of play, 
the seniorless Knight squad slipped into a 
tailspin from which it did not recover until 
the final weeks of the season. 

The Knights jumped off to an auspicious 
Start, picking up three quick victories. 
Included was perhaps the hilltoppers biggest 
victory of the year, a 59-54 shocker over 
Rhode Island University. The taller, fast- 
breaking Rams were unable to cope with the 
Knight's defense-orientated game. Five foul 
shots in the closing seconds by Juniors Jay 
Cody and Jack Russell provided the margin 
of victory for the optimistic Knight quintet. 

After dropping a pair of fiercely-fought 
contests to Adelphi and C.W. Post in New 
York, the Knights traveled to Syracuse for 
the LeMoyne Holiday Tournament. SMC 
claimed third place, losing to Wagner in the 
Opening round, then crushing PAC invader 
Steubenville 62-43. in the consolation. Soph 
Bill Brooks led a strong team effort with 19 
points. 

The arrival of the new year proved to be a 
nightmare for the Markeymen. The Knights 
went winless during January, dropping nine 
Straight contests. A smashing thirty-eight 
point loss to Philadelphia Textile at the 
Palestra began the dreary succession of 
defeats. State-rival Middlebury surprised 
even themselves by edging St. Michael’s 
60-59, for its first victory over the Knights 
since 1955. 

The first Vermont game ended tragically 
for the Knights, as the Cats shaded SMC 
93-52 at the Auditorium on three straight 
points by Frank Martinuk. Caretul play- 
making and tough rebounding by Peter 


Cragan had given the Knights the lead most 
of the game, as much as 39-32 with 9:16 
remaining. The Cats rallied, however, and 
set the stage for Martinuk’s heroics. Russell 
paced the Knights with 17 points. 

The Knights broke the seemingly 
never-ending drought with a 95-75 victory 
over St. Lawrence. A tough man-to-man 
defense and Pete Cragan’s 24 markers put 
the Larries away in the opening half. 

Awaking from their doldroms, the Knights 
captured three of their next five contests 
over Southern Connecticut, Norwich, and Le 
Moyne. The defeat of tournament bound 
LeMoyne showed the Knights at_ their 
old-time best, fast-breaking and out-hustling 
the visitors from Syracuse. Junior Jay Cody 
chose the perfect time for his finest game of 
the season, scoring 28 points. 

The poor record does not accurately 
reflect the determination this season’s club, 
whose hustle and determination could not 
have been surpassed. Jack Russell’s darting, 
twisting drives kept the Knights in many a 
game, while Peter Cragan’s rebounding 
performances were nothing short of heroic. 
Workmanlike, ironman efforts by Jay Cody 
and Bill Brooks deservedly won the plaudits 
of many fans. 

Despite the efforts of the above players, 
the season was a woeful disappointment to 
all. Upset victories are no substitute for a 
winning season. Reasons for the poor 
showing were obvious, but insoluable. The 
lack of a efficient, consistent big man hurt 
the Knights off both boards. Horrendous 
outside shooting made the zone defense the 
perfect block to the Knight attack. The 
Knight bench proved unreliable and un- 
capable of giving the starters needed rest. 

The season is history now, of course, and 
the future holds promise for the experienced 
Knight squad. With a return to the fast- 
breaking, exciting game of years past, the 
1968-69 season will be but a shadow on an 
otherwise brilliant tradition. 
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Baseball 


The rain-drenched 1969 baseball season on 
the hilltop ended with the Knights sporting a 
disappointing 3-10-1 record. A critical lack of 
hitting coupled with errors in crucial situations 
served to undermine some fine pitching by the 
Knight hurlers. 

After dropping an opening doubleheader to 
Plattsburg State, the Knights salvaged a 2-2 
tie in the second part of a twin bill with 
Clarkson. A single in the bottom of the 
thirteenth wasted a strong effort by Senior 
Skip Pelletier, who went the distance only to 
lose, 5-4. 

The following game was the highlight of the 
campaign as Junior righthander Steve Laperle 
stopped a better than average UVM nine, 3-1, 
surviving six Knight miscues. Laperle held the 
Catamounts to just four hits in going the full 
route. The Knights tallied on successive 
singles by Lalli, Lapointe, and Burns, an error 
by UVM’s third sacker Steve Kunken, and a 
walk to Laperle. Bobby Valk’s sacrifice fly in 
the eighth gave Laperle an_ all-important 
insurance run. 

The SMC nine dropped three straight again 
before rebounding back into the win column 


behind Laperle, 3-O over Lowell Tech. Laperle 
checked the Engineers on six hits, striking out 
nine. The stocky hurler aided his own cause 
by picking up two of the Knights’ six hits. 

Laperle notched the Knights third and final 
victory by blanking Norwich 1-0. The Junior 
whiffed five, walked two, in besting the 
Cadet’s Bob Milne in a brilliant pitching duel. 
An error by the Norwich shortstop let in the 
deciding run. SMC Third baseman, Mike 
McElroy sparkled in the field, chalking up six 
assists. 

The season ended on an off-note, as the 
Knights came out on the short end of two 1-0 
games at the hands of Siena. The Knights 
played the schedule under the usual lack of 
practice time compounded by the constant 
rainstorms which swept the hilltop seemingly 
every day. The Knight pitching staff provided 
most of the cheers for SMC rooters. Led by 
fireballing ace, Laperle, Knight hurlers 
compiled a fine 3.08 E.R.A.. The tough luck 
pitcher on the club had to be Soph Dave 
Moisan, whose four defeats could have been 
reversed with support. Losing only Senior Skip 
Pelletier, the Knight prospects for the coming 
Campaigns appear bright.

The brightest feature of the 1969-70 sports 
year on the hilltop was the revitalized intramural 
program. Previously limited to _ interclass 
contests in football, basketball, and softball, it 
now encompasses a full range of activities, with 
all competition at the house level. As a result, 
student participation increased many-fold 
throughout the year. 

The major share of the credit for the 
improvement of the intramural program at St. 
Michael’s must be given to Walter Baumann. It 
was through the efforts of Baumann, the newly 


appointed assistant athletic director, that 
intramural sports has been expanded and 
organized into’ intra-house championship 


competition. Recognition must also be given to 
the students themselves, for it was their interest 
that made the program a success. 

The initial year of full-scale Intra-House play 
produced a tight race in which the outcome was 
in doubt until the completion of the final 
competition, softball. Delta House, composed 
mainly of sophomores, captured the crown with 
a total of 54 points. Although failing to capture a 
team championship, strong showings in softball, 
volleyball, and basketball, coupled with 
outstanding individual performances in_ skiing 
and wrestling gave Delta the title. 

Second place went to the Juniors of Epsilon 
House. Epsilon, the Softball champions, trailed 
Delta by four points in the final standings. 
Runners-up in basketball, their weightlifters 
dominated the opposition. 

Finishing in the show position was_ that 
bastion of on-campus seniors, Omega House 
with 48 points. Champions of football and 
basketball, and third-place finishers in softball, 
Omega’s weaknesses in individual competition 
ruined its chances for the title. 

Omega House completed the Intra-House 
football schedule with a 6-O-1 mark. Included in 
its victories was a 17-12 triumph over previously 
undefeated Sigma House in the championship 
game. Adapting well to the quick pace of the 
newly-introduced ‘‘razzle-dazzle’’ football, the 
offense, guided by Eddie Bove, Dick Wentzell, 
and Harvey Healy, tallied over three touchdowns 
a game. The defense anchored by Dan Gray, Bob 
O'Donald, and Ernie Pomerleau always stiffened 
where it counted the most — at the goal line. 

Undisputedly the best team of the year in 
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intramural play was the Omega_ basketball 
squad. Sweeping through both league and 
play-off action, the boys from Omega faced 
defeat only once, and avoided that with a 
thrilling overtime victory over Epsilon. Omega 
was led by 6’3” Livio Capilla whose unerring 
shooting and yeoman rebounding earned him 
the MVP Award. The remaining starters, Eddie 
Bove, Cliff Salzburg, Bob Trenti, and Dick 
Wentzell plus a bench loaded with depth made 
Omega the premier team in the league — and 
perhaps the school.
